There appears 
to be shadow of complaint of any 
har. eatment; and if they haye been 
the victims of any tnusual amount of 
“ jeering. from their comrades,” as was 
stated “in the House: of Commons they

Diawn as they are from a 'wide ange 
of classeg in’ the population;. they can 
hardly be expected yet to do as good a 
day's work ay a like number of men who 
have beer accustomed to mantal labour 
all their lives.”
